14. PAUL DEUSSEN 
By R. F. Rattray, Ph.D. 


WHO WAS Paul Deussen ? The leading Western authority 
on Indian philosophy and, incidentally, a lifelong friend of 
Nietzsche. 

The story goes back to the eighteenth century. William 
Jones (a Unitarian) and Colebrooke discovered Sanskrit, and 
discovered therein that Indians had laid the foundations of 
philology. Schopenhauer came across an early Latin transla- 
tion of the end his 
was influenced by this teaching. 

Deussen was born in the 1840’s—and so was Nietzsche. 
Both were sons of ministers of religion. Both were sent to the 
famous Classical school, Schulpforta. Nietzsche was a little 
older and the two became friends for life, but always Nietzsche 
was the dominating, and sometimes the domineering 
From boyhood he was shortsighted and fat. In those 
schools the standard of study was, compared with modern 
standards, inconceivably high. The two boys were drawn 
together by a love for Anacreon. In religious studies Schulp- 
forta was ahead of the times in applying the historical-critical 
method. Deussen studied Hebrew as well as an array of other 
languages. He got up at five each morning to study Italian. 
Nietzsche nearly came down in the Leaving Certificate 
examination in mathematics, although he got alpha in every 
other subject, but scraped with a viva. Deussen and 
Nietzsche became fellow-students at Bonn, studying theology.

In 1879 Nietzsche resigned his professorship, and on an 
income of 3,000 francs derived from three funds, lived as a 


hermit—in winter mostly in northern Italy and in summer in — 


the Engadine. 

Deussen married, and in 1887 he and his wife travelled 
through the Tirol, Switzerland, Italy, Greece and Turkey, 
and in the course of the journey visited “the hermit of Sils- 
Maria”. After a separation of fourteen years Deussen and 
Nietzsche embraced in deep emotion. Nietzsche was a wreck 
of his former self. He lived in a single room in a peasant’s 
cottage, for which he paid one franc per day. On the table 
were coffee cup, egg shells, manuscripts, hairbrush, all mixed 
in confusion: the bed was still unmade. Nietzsche expressed 
to Deussen his fear that he would lose his reason, and when 
they parted Deussen saw tears in his eyes for the first time. 


Nevertheless Nietzsche’s confidence in himself grew. He 


wrote to Deussen: “I will justify myself, not for to-day or to- 
morrow, but for thousands of years”: “Perhaps Plato is my 
great opponent, but how proud I am to have such an oppon- 
ent!” He spoke of his Zarathustra as “a Bible for humanity’’. 
It is to be remembered that Nietszche’s books attracted but 
little attention: it took him all his time to get them published. 
Only isolated critics like Brandes began to write well of him. 
He lost his reason before recognition came to him. Deussen 
visited him after his collapse, but Nietzsche did not know him.
